Minorities  Suffer 


Utah  Teaching  Drops 


SALT  LAKE  CITY 
(AP)-Improper  teaching  methods 
have  resulted  in  high  dropout  rates 
for  Indian  and  Spanish-American 
students  in  Utah  schools  says  Dr. 
T.H.  Bell. 

Bell,  state  superintendent,  told 
Gov.  Calvin  L.  Rampton  recently 
that  only  33  per  cent  of  the 
Spanish-American  students 
graduate  from  high  school.  “And 
Indians  only  have  a 20  per  cent 
chance,”  he  said. 

Bell  said  that  83  per  cent  of 
Utah’s  white  students  graduate. 

He  blamed  the  problems  of  the 
minority  students  on  language 
barriers  and  a lack  of  vocational 
training. 

“We’ve  got  to  do  a better  job  of 
teaching  reading,”  he  said. 


“Many  minority  students  do  not 
speak  English  when  they  enter 
school.  After  a few  years  they  are 
so  far  behind  they  drop  out.” 

He  also  said  that  “too  much  of 
our  program  is  centered  on  bookish 
work. 

“We  have  to  do  a better  job  of 
offering  vocational  and 
aptitude-centered  education  to  all 
of  our  students.” 

Among  other  problem  areas 
which  Bell  mentioned  the  governor 
were: 

— The  lack  of  a teacher 
negotiations  law. 

—Coping  with  teacher  militancy. 

-Equalizing  the  financial  plight 
between  wealthy  and  poor  school 
districts. 


Drug  Crackdown  Ires  Mexicans 


LOS  ANGELES 
AP)— Claiming  the  new  U.S. 
Crackdown  on  drug  smuggling 
Irom  Mexico  is  turning  border 
nties  into  “ghost  towns,” 
Mexican  labor  and 
professional  groups  said 
Saturday  they  will  march  next 
iweek  in  protest. 

Because  of  Operation 
Intercept  our  border  cities  are 
:urning  into  ghost  towns,” 
fiid  Jose  Peraza  Escalante,  a 
flirector  of  the  Revolutionary 
Labor  Federation.  “If  this 
fltuation  continues  thousands 
of  good  people  will  be  badly 
furt.” 


Peraza  Escalante  said  the 
demonstrations  will  be  held 
next  week  in  Tijuana,  opposite 
San  Ysidro,  Calif.,  Tecate, 
across  the  border  from  Tecate, 
Calif.,  and  Mexicali,  which 
shares  city  limits  with 
Calexico,  Calif.  The  days  for 
the  marches  have  not  been  set, 
he  added. 

Field  hands,  public  servants, 
teachers,  businessmen  and 
other  interested  Mexicans  will 
participate  in  the 
demonstrations,  he  revealed. 

The  crackdown  entered  its 
second  weekend  at  full 
intensity,  a U.S.  spokesman 


said.  Almost  everything  that 
moved  across  the  2,000-mile 
border-by  foot,  car,  plane  or 
boat- was  being  searched. 

Tourists,  many  of  them 
bull-fight  fans,  faced  delays 
averaging  two  hours  while 
narcotics  agents  zealously 
made  their  checks.  Many 
tourists  stayed  home. 

From  these  searches  and 
others  involving  aircraft  and 
boats,  drug  seizures  totaled 
39,  they  said.  These  included 
ZVi  ounces  of  heroin,  a quarter 
ounce  of  cocaine,  10  ounces  of 
hashish  and  a considerable 
quantity  of  pills. 


Utah  Power  Site  Set; 
30, 000-City  To  Boom? 

Utah  received  approval  last  Friday  for  the  long-sought  $600  million 
Kaiparowits  power  plant  project. 

The  project,  which  could  create  a city  of  30,000  in  southern  Utah,  was 
approved  by  Secy,  of  the  Interior,  Walter  Hickel. 

Payroll  from  the  construction  alone  is  estimated  at  about  $95  million 
over  1 5 years. 

The  Kaiparowits  project,  is  designed  to  turn  Lake  Powell’s  water  and 
the  untapped  coal  reserves  of  the  Kaiparowits  Plateau  into  electric  power 
for  southwestern  states,  especially  Arizona  and  California. 

Sen.  Wallace  Bennett,  who  announced  approval  of  the  project,  stated 
that  the  formal  signing  of  contracts  will  take  place  this  coming  Thursday 
in  the  office  of  Interior  Secretary  Hickel. 

“The  problem  in  settling  the  question  and  the  reason  for  the  years  of 
negotiation  revolved  around  102,000  acre-feet  of  water  allocated  to  the 
Kaiparowits  Power  Project  by  the  state  of  Utah  in  1965,”  noted  Utah’s 
senior  senator. 

“Under  terms  of  the  agreement  with  the  state,  the  three  southwestern 
utility  firms  which  together  form  the  Resources  Company,  must  let  bids 
by  1970  or  lose  the  contract  with  Utah  for  the  water.” 

DEADLINE  MET 

“Thursday’s  signing  ceremony  comes  in  under  the  deadline  and  I am 
especially  grateful  to  Secy.  Hickel  who  cooperated  with  us  and  helped 
push  for  this  approval.” 

Utah’s  Gov.  Calvin  Rampton  also  announced  Saturday  that,  if  needed, 
Utah  would  consider  an  extension  of  the  deadline  for  letting  construction 
contracts  on  the  project. 

“I  assured  Mr.  Titus  (negotiator  for  the  utilities  company  that  if  they 
proceeded  immediately  with  development  Work,  the  State  of  Utah  will  be 
willing  to  consider  an  extension  on  the  Oct.,  1970  deadline  for  letting 
construction  contracts,  as  such  a deadline  will  now  be  difficult  to  meet  in 
view  of  the  protracted  delay  at  the  federal  level.” 

In  October  of  next-year,  the  water  reverts  back  to  state  ownership.  This 
water  has  been  Utah’s  major  bargaining  tool. 

ASSISTANCE  NEEDED 

The  utility  companies  had  to  be  assured  of  water  before  they  would  put 
more  money  into  exploration.  After  four  years  of  negotiations,  approval 
was  finally  given  Utah’s  allocation  of  water  from  Lake  Powell. 

Specifically,  coal  from  the  low-grade  seams  in  the  Kaiparowit  area 
would  fuel  a steam  plant  to  produce  five  million  kilowatts.  The  water 
would  be  used  for  cooling. 

Utah  officials  were  more  than  excited  about  the  project.  Sen.  Bennett 
explained,  “I  am,  of  course,  thrilled  that  at  long  last  we  were  able  to  gain 
final  approval  of  this  contract. 

“Although  it  was  bogged  down  for  several  years  in  contract 
negotiations  between  the  Interior  Department  and  the  Resources 
Company , I am  very  happy  that  Secy.  Hickel  has  taken  the  necessary  steps 
in  making  the  roject  a reality.” 

The  project  is  a joint  effort  of  San  Diego  Gas  & Electric  Co.,  Southern 
California  Edison  and  Arizona  Public  Service.

LONG  BINH,  Vietnam  (AP)-The  U.S.  Army  announced  Sunday  that 
Col.  James  Campbell,  an  Army  spokesman  who  criticized  the  military 
newspaper  Pacific  Stars  and  Stripes  as  a “Hanoi  Herald,”  has  been 
reassigned. 

The  Army  indicated  that  a speech  which  Campbell  wrote  for  a Pacific 
information  officers’  conference  was  the  reason  of  his  transfer.  The  Army 
said  the  opinions  in  the  speech  “do  not  reflect  the  opinion  of  this 
headquarters.” 


TOKYO  (AP)-Radio  Peking  announced  Sunday  it  will  broadcast  live 
proceedings  of  Communist  China’s  20th  national  day  anniversary 
celebration  in  Peking  Oct.  1 . 

There  has  been  speculation  that  Chairman  Mao  Tse-Tung  and  his 
successor  Defense  Minister  Lin  Piao,  who  have  been  out  of  the  public  eye 
since  April,  may  appear  to  review  the  celebration  at  Peking’s  Tien  An 
Men— the  Gate  of  Heaven— Square. 


CARACAS,  Venezuela  (AP)-A  landslide  buried  eight  members  of  one 
family  Sunday  in  a shantytown  built  on  hillsides  west  of  here  and  left 
hundreds  of  others  homeless,  officials  announced. 

At  least  13  people  were  reported  missing  after  the  slide,  which  followed 
several  days  of  heavy  rains. 


PRAGUE  (AP)— Alexander  Dubcek,  who  tried  to  give  communism  “a 
human  face”  in  Czechoslovakia,  has  lost  his  place  on  the  Communist 
party’s  ruling  presidium  and  29  of  his  supporters  left  the  influential 
Central  Committee  in  a purge  list  announced  Sunday. 

Dubcek,  47,  remained  on  the  Central  Committee,  second  highest  organ 
of  the  party.  But  he  and  Josef  Smrkovsky,  his  close  aide  during  the  1968 
reform  era,  were  ordered  ousted  from  their  posts  as  president  and  vice 
president  of  Czechoslovak  Federal  Parliament. 

NATIONAL 

WASHINGTON  (AP)-Ellis  L.  Armstrong,  54,  Salt  Lake  City,  is  being 
considered  to  succeed  Floyd  Dominy  as  federal  reclamation 
commissioner,  congressional  sources  say. 

Armstrong’s  appointment  has  been  pushed  by  Utah’s  three  Republican 
congressional  delegates,  Sen.  Wallace  Bennett,  and  Reps.  Sherman  P. 
Lloyd  and  Laurence  J.  Burton. 

Armstrong  currently  is  the  assistant  reclamation  director  in  Utah. 


CHARLOTTE,  N.C.  (AP)— In  a day  when  coed  dorms  are  becoming  the 
rage,  the  girls  at  the  University  of  North  Carolina  at  Chalotte  have  taken  a 
Stand  for  single-sex  dorms. 

' The  girls  demanded  that  the  university  evict  150  men  who  were  being 
temporarily  housed  in  a section  of  women’s  dorm  because  the  boys  were 
too  loud  and  messy. 

Under  pressure  from  the  coeds,  the  university  decided  to  move  the  boys 
into  a separate  dorm,  which  has  only  six  of  its  1 2 floors  completed  and  no 
elevators. 


Mormons 


Lend  Lungs 
In  Study 


PORTLAND  (AP)— Some  1,200 
Mormons  and  Seventh  Day 
Adventists  helped  medical  science 
develop  its  first  clear  picture  of 
what  a normal,  healthy  human  lung 
should  be  like,  an  Oregon  Medical 
Association  convention  was  told 
recently. 

For  a picture  of  a healthy  lung, 
scientists  had  to  have  healthy 
subjects,  and  the  Mormons  and 
Adventists  represented  the  only 
large  group  of  avowed 
non-smokers,  explained  Dr.  James 
F.  Norris,  who  conducted  the 
study. 

Norris,  chief  of  the  pulmonary 
and  infectious  disease  section  of 
the  Veterans  Administration 
Hospital  in  Portland,  said  these 
findings  turned  up : 

A healthy  20-year-old  man 
should  be  able  to  inhale  six  liters  of 
air  and  expel  five  of  them  in  one 
second. 

-At  the  age  of  70,  the  same  man 
should  be  able  to  take  in  3Zi  liters, 
exhaling  two  of  them  in  one 
second. 

A 20-year-old  woman  should  be 
able  to  take  in  four  liters  and 
exhale  3xh  of  them  in  a second.  At 
70,  she  should  be  able  to  inhale 
three  liters  and  exhale  2 Zi  in  a 
second. 

The  statistics  apply  to  healthy 
people  who  have  never  smoked. 

“When  you  get  below  80  per  cent 
of  any  of  these,”  said  Dr.  Norris, 
“you’re  in  trouble.  But  until  a 
person  has  lost  50  per  cent  of  his 
function,  he’s  usually  not  aware  of 
it.” 

Norris  said  the  study  helped  in 
developing  testing  methods  and 
devices  which  should  soon  be  put 
to  use  in  Oregon  clinics.

MOUNT  VERNON,  Iowa  (AP)— A 280-pound  varsity  wrestler  is  the 
new  house-daddy  for  Cornell  College’s  Merner  Hall,  from  which  student 
antics  caused  two  housemothers  to  resign  in  three  years. 

Larry  Goldberg,  21 , a junior  from  Pawtucket,  R.I.,  said  he  looks  on  the 
job  as  a sign  of  greater  responsibility  for  students  in  regulating  their  own 
conduct. 

So  far,  he  said,  things  are  going  fine:  no  freshman  has  come  to  cry  on 
“mom’s”  shoulder.

And  BYU’s  pair  of  5’2”  speed 
merchants,  Bill  Forrest  and  Carlos 
Cordova,  led  the  assault. 

Each  scored  four  goals  in  the 
game,  while  Maurice  Escobar, 
another  little  guy,  netted  the  other 
tally. 


But  BYU’s  big  guys  also  had 
good  days.  Christian  Petersen,  the 
only  new  face  in  the  lineup,  had 
four  assists.  And  the  defense, 
headed  by  Gert  Jensen,  Dan 
Madsen,  Brad  Miller,  A1  Buffington 
and  Ed  Wolferts,  completely 
thwarted  the  Hollandia  offense. 

The  visitors’  score  was  a virtual 
gift  after  the  Cats  had  built  a 7-0 
lead. 

After  a close  first  half,  the 
younger  and  faster  BYU  team 
thoroughly  dominated  the  second 
half.

As  an  unlicensed  private  citizen, 
you: 

Cannot  purchase  firearms  or 
ammunition  interstate  by  mail 
order. 

Cannot  buy  handguns  outside 
your  home  State. 

Cannot  buy  rifles  or  shotguns  in 
other  States  unless  those  States 
and  your  home  States  have  passed 
contiguous  sales  laws  and  you 
comply  with  the  sworn  affidavit 
requirement. 

Cannot  buy,  sell,  or  dispose  of 
firearms  as  defined  by  the  Federal 
law  unless  both  you  and  the  other 
party  both  live  in  the  same  State. 

If  you  are  a collector  and  hold  a 
Federal  gun  collector’s  license, 
(needed  only  by  collectors  of 
modern  or  post-1898  firearms 
classified  as  curios  or  relics)  you: 

Can  engage  in  interstate  buying, 
selling  and  swapping  of  firearms 


classified  as  curios  or  relics. 

Can  sell  such  items  as  curios  or 
relics  to  unlicensed  persons  who 
are  residents  of  your  home  State, 
in  transactions  within  the  State, 
keeping  the  required  Federal 
records. 

Cannot  engage  in  interstate 
commerce  with  firearms  which  are 
not  classified  as  curios  or  relics. 
For  this,  a dealer’s  license  is 
necessary. 

Cannot  sell  modern  firearm 


Ship  firearms  or  parts  to 
unlicensed  persons  in  your  State 
or  in  other  States  who  have  sent 
these  items  to  you  for  repair  or 
replacement  of  parts. 

Ship  firearms  intrastate  to 
unlicensed  persons  who  provide 
the  required  affidavit  of  eligibility 
if  you  first  inform  their  local  law 
agency  and  wat  7 days. 

Holders  of  a Federal  firearms 
business  license: 

Cannot  sell  any  firearms  or 
ammunition  to  anyone  under  18, 
nor  handguns  or  handgun

If  you  hold  a Federal  firearms 
business  (manufacturer,  dealer, 
importer)  license,  you  can: 

Ship  or  receive  firearms  and 
ammunition  in  interstate 
transactions  with  other  license 
holders. 

Sell  firearms  and  ammunition 
over  the  counter  to  residents  of 
the  State  in  which  you  have  your 
business,  keeping  full  Federal 
records  as  required. 

Sell  rifles,  shotguns,  and 
ammunition  for  them  to 
unlicensed  residents  of  contiguous 
States,  if  their  State,  has 
specifically  authorized  this  by 
law. 


Cannot  s-ell  any  firearms  or 
ammunition  to  anyone  whom 
they  know  is  under  indictment  or 
convicted  of  a crime  punishable 
by  more  than  a year’s 
imprisonment,  is  a fugitive  from 
justice,  a narcotics  or  marijuana 
user  or  addict,  or  has  been 
adjudged  mentally  defective  or 
committed  to  a mental 
institution.
